VIEWS OF AN ANTI-MASON, 
Messrs. Wituis & Tracy,—lI read the state 
ments in your paper of the 27th ult. on the sub- 
ject of Masonry with much interest. Ihave also 
read the remarks on this statement in some of the 
Anti-masonic papers. I feel strongly inclined to 





present you with a few thoughts on the general 
subject, which, should you think proper, you are 
at liberty to publish. 

And, to prevent misapprehension, { must first 
tell you what [think of Masonry. [am no Ma- 
son; never was, and never expect to be. I cons 
sider the institution as needless and dangerous— 
dangerous on account of its peculiar structure and 
character, and because of its liability in bad hands, 
to bé perverted and abused. — Its titles | have long 
regarded as anti-republican and improper. Its oaths 
and initiatory rites, as explained by the seceders 
(for Lhave no other means of kKnowimg them) are 
certainly exceptionable in a high degree. Whether 
al! candidates for admission are received alter the 
same manner may perhaps be doubted, as soe 
good men, Masons, in whose veracity I place en- 
tire confidence, have assured me that ther Hever 
took such oaths as are laid down in the Anti-ma- 
sone books. But the oaths and initia ry ceremo- 
nies, as set {orth and explained in these books, are 
such assuredly as 1 could not subm to, and | see 
not how any man (not excepeng the seceders 
themselves) ever could submit «© them. On_ the | 
whole, Lhave no doubt that me world wou d be 
happier without the instituien of Masonry than 
with it, and the sooner itzomes to an end, and 
with the less public disturbance, the better. 

‘These, Messrs. Editors, are the views which I 
have entertained of Masonry tor a long ime—even 
then, when some whoare now zealous Anti-ma- 
sons were pleasing themselves with their hoodwink 
and cabletow and were climbing, with professed ad- 
miration, from one degree of Masonry to another.

But when I say this, | must not be understood | 
as approving of all that Anti-masons have said and 
done. Itis one of the obligations ot Masonry, as 
set forth by the seceders, to stand by and support 
a brother, “right or wrong.” As a consistent Op- 
poser of Masonry, [ will not take this obligation. 
Iwill not stand by and support a brother Anti- 
mason in all that he save and does, whether “ right 
ir Wrong,” but only so faras | think him inthe 
right. 
empts Which have been made by certain individ- 
vals to rend churches and excommunicate in other 
Tespects worthy members, ou the mere ground of 
their being Masons. [ could wish, indeed, that 
all my Christian brethren, who are Masons, might 
be induced from a sense of duty to separate them- 
selves entirely from the Masonic mstitution. And 
the period is coming—I trust it is near—when 
they will be disposed to do this. But in the mean 
time, what shall be done? Shallthese Masonic 
brethren, ifin other respects worthy and valuable 
members, be excommunicated? Without hesi- 
tation I answer, no. Such a measure could only 
serve to excite animosilies, prejudices and divis- 

ms, and would increase and perpetuate the evil 
it was designed to cure. Men can be led where 
they cannot be driven, and may be persuaded to 
do things which they will not be forced to do. 

The violent ecclesiastical measures, which in 
some places have been resorted to already, have 
excited more prejudice against Anti-masonry 
than perhaps every thing else. They 
many good men to look coldly on a cause which 
I know they once regarded with much tavor. 

The time has been when several protessing 
Christians of ny acquaintance,now zealous Anti 
masons,were admiring followers of the miscalled 
“handmaid.” I pitied thema—reasoned with them 
—sometinies laughed at thern—but did not with- 
hold Christian intercourse from them. IL suppo- 
sed they had a mode of explaining things winch 
satistied their consciences, and to their own Mas- 
ter | left therm to stand or fall. The same char- 
ity whieh [ then extended to them, I can now as 
well extend to others. And Lam surprised that 
some few among the seceders cannot be persuaded 
to dothe same. Their consciences were once sat- 
istied with Masonry; why can they not believe 

that the consciences of other good men may sull 
be satisfied with it? Will they say that there has 
been an increase of light? But where an increase

Tracy, as being in love with masonry, as adhering 
and clinging to the institution, and as still acting 
under the influence of itsobligations? Willit be 
believed that these men are professed Anti-masons? 
If they were truly and charitably such, it might 
be supposed they would make the most of the de- 
clarations of Mr. Tracy—would claim him as an 
ally—and would rejoice that the Recorder had 
fallen under such influence. But instead of this, 
they seem determined to make the least of them ; 
or rather, to make nothing of them, and worse 
than nothing. For, omitting entirely the last and 
most explicit declaration of Mr. Tracy, and garb- 
ling and distorting the language of the letter, so 
as to give it a very ditferent sense from that in- 
tended, they spread it out before their readers as 
proofin point that the writer still adheres to the 
Masonic institution, and is greatly in love with it.

The following authentic and remarkable account of the 
progress and influence of the gospel among the Bechuanas, 
an African people residing 300 miles north of Cape Town, 
was published originally in the “ South African Commer- 
cial Advertiser” of Dec. 15th, 1830.

The former condition and character 
of the inhabitants—the manner in which the Missionaries 
sought to bring thom under the purifying, civilizing, enno- 
bling influence of the gospel—and the success of the self- 
denying and benevolent enterprise ; are strikingly exhibit- 
ed by Mr. Moffat. [ Missionary Herald. 

It must be recollected that the Bechuanas are 
altogether ignorant of a future state. They have 
no idea of any existence beyond the present.— 
They suppose that all the pleasures, enjoyments, 
and honours of this world terminate in annihila- 
tion, When the spirit leaves the body, they sup- 
pose that it has ceased toexist; and, ifa plebeian, 
the body is dragged away, and Jeft a prey to 
beasts: and, if that of one more honorable, the 
body is committed to the grave, with many un- 
meaning ceremonies, while the females chaunt a 
dirge, deploring the eternal loss, and then return 
| from the grave without one pleasing Lope of im- 
mortality, 
| The consequence of such deplorable ignorance 
| is, that they participate in every species of sin, 

and think as little of plunging their spear into 

their neighbour's bosom as of killing a dog. A 

| traveller among them, like a bird of passage, may 
be led to form a favorable opinion of their hu- 

manity, their fidelity, and good sense: but far 

different will be the judgment of those who have 

half the acquaintance with the native tribes whieh 

the Missionaries possess. There you will see 

| man tyrannizing over the females—the weaker 
| vessels doomed to bear infirmities and afflictions 
| of which their husbands are comparatively igno- 
| rant. There you will see the men reclining un- 
| der the shade of a spreading tree, while the fe- 
| males are most of the year employed preparing

pleted. We are taking a printing press with us,* 
and trust seon to put most of the seriptures into 
the hands of the natives, among whom there is 
an increasing desire for knowledge. They are 
anxious for books. A pastoral people particularly 
need books. ‘They come from a great distance 
te hear the gospel. Some time before leaving 
Lattakoo, I was in the habit every Sabbath 
morning of leaving the station at day-light, 
| on horse-back, and visiting two and sometimes 
| three villages at eight miles’ distance. 





On these 
| visits I have continually met parties—occasionally 
a mother, ber children, and servants, even before 
| Sunrise—coming to enjoy the Sabbath services on 
| the station.

The following extracts of letters from Meaars. Gobat and 
Kugler of the Church Missionary Society, though not of so 
late a date as those published in the Recorder of July 20, w iff 
be read with interest. The letters here quoted were de- 
layed on the way from Egypt. This is a very important 
mission, and seems now w be far more promising than 
was expected. 

At Bechat Mr. Kugler writes 

I had a very interesting conversation, for about three 
hours, with an old Priest, who understood the Ethiopic. 
We read together the third chapter of the Gospel of St. 
John. Having proved that baptism was not in iteelf regen- 
eration, I went on to argue, that neither their fists nor 
their alins could effect this new birth which is absolutely 
necessary to salvation. The Priest had always something 
to say too; but he was very modest, and did not speak a 
word against passages of the Gospel, though they were al- 
ways very pointedly againsthim. He tried, repeatedly » lo 
bring ia the authority of the fathers ; but I declared that the 
Gospel was the foundation of the Christian Faith, and this 
foundation was strong enough by itself, without any buman 
support. T then read with him the conclusion of the ser- 
mon on the Mount: He who hears these words and 
keeps them, is like a man who builds his house upon a 
rock, &c. I added, that we enteavored to «ct according 
to the word of Christ; and sail with feelings of compas- 








that increasing numbers are now to be found amongst the 
inhabitants of every Mission village in Caffraria, are facts 
of the most pleasing kind ; and facts too in which not only 
the Missionary, but every pious mind, is constrained to re- 
cognise the hand and providence of the Most High. But this 
is not all. They are not merely thrown within the range of 
Missionary operation 5 but, by a distinguished and remark- 
able readiness, both to lear and to receive the Gospel, they 
are obviously becoming special objects of Missionary at- 
tention. Although equally, if not more superstitious than 
the Caffre, in general they appear to be mueh less influ- 
enced by that sceptical spirit which he so frequently mani- 
fests. It is clear that Jehovah, according to one of their 
own significant figures of speech, is placing them * under 
the Missionary’s wing.’ Our stations are evidently be- 
coming their asylums ; and I verily believe that the period 
is not far distant when many of them will be added unto 
the church of our God. c

the congregation, of the goodness and merey of God, whe 
had brought them out of a distant land, a land of total dark- 
ness, who had preserved them in the desert, and kept them 
alive amongst the dead, who had preveated their falling a 
prey to the enemy, or perishing in the field, and who had, 
at length breught them to his ** tabernacle, and to his holy 
hill,” the tears trickled down their sable cheeks, and the 
whole assembly was deeply affected.

The Rev. Dr. Hewit, after a few introductory remarks 
which were received with great favor, gave a sketch of the 
history of the Reformation in this country. 

Mr. Collins of Glasgow, one of the most active and effi- 
cient friends of the cause in Scotland, said : 

It was his intention to have given a very full 
development of the principles of temperance socie- 
ties, and to have fefoted the objections which led 
men to refrain from supporting them, and, also, to 
have given an experimental explanation of the 
whole; but in consequence of the protracted length 
of the meeting, he should defer it until a future op- 
portunity. He stood on that platlorm with deep 
emotions to witness the first public meeting of the 
kind in this metropolis, because he claimed to him- 
self the high honor of being the founder of that So- 
ciety. He had, however, experienced considerable 
difficulty in forming it. He came to London, and 
alter trying several weeks, he could not get a sin- 
gle person to join him. He left London, and when
